The scheme, in principle, 
meét with their full approval, and the ques- 
tion of ways and means of financing has 
been referred to the Executive Council of 
the Board.

Committee Agrees That New 
yg Constitution Needed For 
Courts 
e BS ie EASE: : 

At a most representative committee meet- 
ing held Saturday, May 1, the unanimous 
conclusion was reached that the proposed 
House Committee Amendments to the Con- 
Stitution, recently tabled by the Committee 
on, Student Affairs, were in their present 
present form unsuitable, and that sections 
14 and 15 of The Students’. Court Act were 
equally bad, 4 

The meeting, called by President Wilson at 
the suggestion of the Committee on Student 


Affairs, was attended by Mr. Mothersill, 
counsel for the Students’ Union, and Messrs. 
Wilson, Davies, Gaunt, Henderson, Mac- 
donald, Brunsden, Milvain and Primrose 


After a thorough round table discussion, the 
suggested solution that the sections_above- 
mentioned be repealed and that a new con- 
stitution be drafted for the House Com- 
mittee Court and for the Students’ Union 
Court received unanimous consent. 

It was agreed that the House Committee 
Court should be one of summary) jurisdic- 
tion, but strictly accountable to the Stu-~ 
dents’ Union Court through the Students’ 
Union prosecutor, but that by no means 
should~ offences such as drunkenness, 
gambling or*breaking of Pembina rules be 
considered as coming under any jurisdiction 
other than the Students’ Union Court. 

It is believed that this meeting went a 
surprisingly long way in reaching some 
basis for the two courts, and it is evident 
that the matter will be an issue next fall 
when a settlement may be expected.

The Constituti 
ution

One of the first duties°of your newly-elected executive was 
to make provision for thes reftinting of the Constitution. This 
was done during the summer of 1925, and by’ way of addition 
a series of special regulations of the Committee on Student 
Affairs and Council were included on a special sheet in the 
back. This proved a great convenience, but when the next 
edition of the Constitution is printed, might I also suggest that 
the following be included: 


_ 1. Regulations of Coyamon Room Committee. y 
2. Inter-Varsity debating league constitution. 
3. W.C.LA.U. 


In reviewing the year it is inevitable that some mention 

~ should be made of the Interpretation: of Statutes Act, which 
came into operation for the fir#t time. On. the whole, it was 
quite satisfactory. One weakness that should be remedied arises 
from the fact that no provision is made for the classification 
of diploma < tudents (i.e., certain nurses and Pharmacy students). 
The difficulty lies in the fact that’the Act is dependent on the 
Calendar for certain classifications of students, and the Calendar 
makes no provision which covers the groups referred to. Thus 
the Act fails in this regard. 

The standardization and scope can be greatly facilitated to 
the interests of all by, adherence to the following ¢ 

1. A strict-enforcement of the Act in regard to year elections ; 
that is, no student should be permitted to run for any Office 
on either one of the classes, unless his status is correct under 
the Act. I would suggest that the onus for enforcement of the 
Act be on the President of the Students’ Union. 

2. That the Freshman and Sophomore years can do aaa 
tewards aiding in the administration of the Act by using this 
classification as thes basis on which all dance invitations are 
sent. 

3. That the preservation of a Senior Class which would in- 
elude all who are “seniors” under the Act, is of major import- 
ance. : 

Might I point out here an interpretation which was placed on 
the Act this year, following difficulties which arose in the fall. 

“That a student cannot join a class which would give him 

a status ‘higher’. than the one he is constitutionally entitled to, 
but that he can join one which represents a ‘descent’, provided 
it is acceptable to the class in question.” 

This permits a ‘‘Fresh-Sophomore” to join the Freshman.- 
Class, which I believe is a necessary ruling, but it does not 
extend further because circumstances work against - it. 

cf A report on the Schedule Act appears elsewhere, while itis 
significant to call to your attention that it was only found 
necessary under the Point System Act’ on two occasions to-take 
advantage of Section II, subsection 1. The new amendment re 
decorations worked most practically, and I believe we have at 
last obtained the décoration system in athletics that we wanted. 

The following observations have also been deemed worthy of ~ 
mention:

* pended a section of the ,Students’ Court- Act on fines; this 
should never be done, as it sets up a~precedent which seems 
to me to indicate that. our Constitution is deemed to be, not 
what in my mind it should be. It is hard for me to imagine 
circumstances so dire that the Council (or Union) should in 
meeting officially suspend any part of its Constitution.

In reviewing the work of the Court for 
the term, it is pleasing to be able to BEDOECHS 
that no serious breaches of discipline were 
met with. “Smoking in the halls’’ had too 
long been practised, so the Court took 
action at the beginning of the term, which 
resulted in what the Chief gee reports as 
a “natural death’. Z 

It is perhaps on the question of the 
present and future jurisdiction of the House 
Committee, qua Court, that the maigy diffi- 
culty of the year has: arisen. 

During the term the Chief Justice made 
the following rulings in- regard to the above- 
mentioned branch of the Court: 

1. That offences in the dining-room would 
be_ offences (i.e., minor offences) which 
would be considered within the jurisdiction, 
cf the House Committee. : 

2. That offences committed by non-resi- 
dent students in or about the residences 
would, subject to the customary ruling, be 
considered offences properly within the juris- 
diction of the Committee. 

8. The interprétation to be placed on the 
eee Court Act, Section XIV, owas £0 

: “The House Committee shall have sum- 
mary “jurisdiction to try cases arising out of 
disorders created in the residences by the 
students. Should the disturbance arise out 
of a matter considered by the Students’ 
Court to be of a major nature, then a 
separate and additional charge may be laid 
by any student before the Students’ Court, 
based on a major incident, out of which 
the charge of disorder arose.” ! 

The object of the ruling mentioned as 
number 3 was to give the House Commit-

In reference to the question of dances, 
several complications have arisen. The Pre- 
sident of the Union is directly held re- 
sponsible to the committee, and consistent 
with this jresponsibility, since. dances are 
held in residence, I believe he should be 
invited when possible to House Committee 
meetings. I refer particularly to the Men’s 
House Committee, for it is at such meet- 
ings that he may gain knowledge which 
-will help him to better understand the diffi- 
culties that must be met with in connection 
with the responsibility mentioned above. 


I am -not altogether convinced but that the 
awarding of an extra function to the Senior 
Class rather than the allotment to them of 
the Undergraduate Dance was a mistake. I 
say this because it is common knowledge 
that at the time of the year they come our 
term is crowded; the Freshman Class com- 
plained bitterly that they were unable to 
arrange a date in the term early enough to 
assure them of their dance being a success, 
There is also the possibility that such in- 
crease will detract from the financial and 
other success of the dances already well 
established, Paes 

Considerable discussion has been. in ‘evi- 
dence concerning the system in vogue by 
which “outside” friends obtain admission to 
our dances. I would make a , suggestion 
which might well be considered ‘if unpleas- 
antness is to be avoided in the future. 
That we should be permitted to invite ‘“out- 
side” friends is a privilege, in my ¢stima-

In the treatment of injuries received by 
students while participating» 
considerable. extension has been definitely 
made. The Men’s Athletic Association are} 
of the opinion that with their limited finances 
they would be unable in any way to con- 
tribute towards any fund which provided 
for such injuries. After a thorough discus- 
cussion of the subject, the Medical Services 
Committee unanimously agreed that while ‘t 
would be impossible to extend their services 
and liability to an undefined limit for such 
injuries, the Services would be responsible 
under the same provisions and subject to 
the same regulations as cover other disabili- 
ties. It was clearly pointed out, however, 
that the Services could not be held re- 
sponsible for any bills contracted without 
first consultation being had with the, Direc- 
tor. ‘The Director further reserves right to 
dgny treatment of any cases which he feels 
are beyond the limits of the Services. 


In conclusion, I would point*out a seem- 
ing mistake in opinion which seems to exist 
in some quarters»concerning the relation of 
Medical Services to non-resident students. 
While it is not always entirely convenient 
for these students to take the fullest advant- | 
age of Medical Services, it might be well 
to remember that the services are always at 
their disposal to the extent that treatment 
in the informary is regarded as “hospitaliza- 
tion,’’ as defined in the Medical Services 
pamphlet, and as such will be paid for 
through the Medical Services fund for a 
period ‘not exceeding thirty days.

THE SCHEDULE ACT 


The term 1925-26 witnessed the first year 
of operation of the Schedule’ Act, and for 
this reison I deemed it of special import- 
ance to mention it. Last fall the Students’ 
Council appointed Mr. Lawrence Kindt Sche- 
dule Man, and Ke is to be complimented for 
the most efficient manner in which the 
duties of this office have been performed. 


'The Act has easily demonstrated its use- 
fulness. in our University life; clashes of 
meetings which formerly existed have been 
avoided, while the assignment of definite 
hours to the various clubs’ has _ led to 
greater publicity and larger attendances. It 


is wotth while pointing out ‘that this year |/ 


approximately five hundred meetings were 
arranged for ea pe the Schedule “Man, 


From my own chsebiptions I would say 
that the co-operation that has “been forth- 
coming from elubs has been very good with 
but. few exceptions. It seems regrettable, 
towever, that a few should spoil an other- 
«ise good record, but I would suggest that 
the best way to deal with those who fail to 
comply with regulations is through the 
Students’ Court. Provision has been made 
in the Act for a penalty, and one prosecu- 
tion might be sufficient to make the Sche- 
dule Man’s work as congenial as it should be. 


Mr. Kindt has suggested that the Union 
set aside a date for the Freshman. Recep- 
tion early in March to obviate the’ diffi- 
culty which was experienced this year. The 
new Freshman executive might will take 
this into consideration.

It is without any misgiving whatsoever 
that I take this opportunity of compliment- 
ing the Rooters’ Club executive for their 
excellent work of the year. Provision for 
the organization of cheers and rooting has 
always been a bugbear, but‘! 1925-26 saw 
several steps forward in ‘this club. This 
has only been accomplished by a tremendous 
amount of work and sincere effort on the 
part of those in charge. 


During the summer vacation Jack Mar- 
shall, the president, compiled a large selec- 
tion of songs and yells suitable for cheer 
sheets, and these were available, — in- 
variably free of charge at all games. It is 
particularly significant for me to note that 
nearly every club in the Union makes some 
mention, in its report of the fine work of 
the Rooters’ Club. 


The effort made by the club to gbtain a’

University song is to be highly commenhd- 
ed. “Such a song has long been talked 
about, but it was for the Rooters’ Club. of

With the establishment this year of re- 
gular weekly meetings, it was pleasing to 
note that attendfhce was quite good. 
Twenty meetings. in all were held, but | it 
was obvious from the first that one or two 
members were doomed to be the permanent 
delinquents. I have not much sympathy for 
any who'have fallen short in this regard; I 
feel that in doing so they completely failed 
to realize the confidence that was put in 
them, and I am severe now because I hope 
this expression of opinion has ‘a possibility 
of removing any delusions that might exist 
in this regard from prospective ‘members. 

On behalf of the Council I would convey 
our sincere appreciation | to the Bursar’s 
office. Mt. West and his staff duplicate to 
a great extent all work for the Union 
office on finances; in any other way, too, 
we have always found a willing hand. when 
help was needed, and this has been keenly 
appréciated. 


The work of the Council I will bring to 
your attention particularly include the fol- 
lowing: :

The 


What would have otherwise been a .year 
of quiet but steady progress was sadly 
marred by the loss of our Chancellor, the 
Honorable Mr. Justice Stuart. Any few 
words I might say here cannot in any way 
begin to measure the esteem in which he 
was held by all. It is sufficient to say 
that a chair has been left vacant at the 
University which is a loss, not only to us 
here, but also to both the Province and Do- 
minion, and one which it will be impossible 
to fill. 

But five general meetings of the Union were 
held this term, and this was due to the 
fact that business of sufficient importance 
was not available. This means either that 
the year was a quiet one, or that the 
Council dealt with the problems as they 
occurred. I believe the situation sayours 
/more of the former. Meetings were not on 
all occasions as well attended as vuhey should 
have been, and this is disappointing to some 
extent; it is significant, however, to point 
out that morning meetings were always well 
attended, while it was at 4:30 that fewer 
showed their interest. It is difficult, indeed, 
for many students to attend a 4:30 meet- 
irg, und unless the Council can make suitable 
arrangemems next term it cannot be ex- 
pected that any fuller measure of success 
will be_met with. 


The Covered Rink achjeme was one of 
major importance, and is dealt with else- 
where. The completion of arrangements 
with the Department of Extension has con- 
siderable possibilities, but is subject to the | 
stipulation that it remains for the depart- 
ment to see whether or not it is practical 
from their point of view. After a hectic 
and zig-zag course a permanent. Graduation 
Pin can finally be boasted of. That a de- 
cision on this subject was not arrived at 
sooner was, I believe, largely attributable’ 
to the most unpractical method on which 
the committee was originally appointed. I 
have nothing but the highest commendation 
to offer those of the original committee for 
their time and patience in endeavoring to 
serve under such an awkward arrangement. 

The Budgeting System Report was very 
complete and is dealt with elsewhere through- | 
out the various organizations. That the 
vtudents should express themselves as they 
did on the question of a; difference in aca- 
demic fees, and so unanimously, is signifi- 
cant to the extent that they felt quite 
keenly about it. Despite the honest busi- 
hess purpose behind this difference in fees 
on the J of the University,-I cannot 
but feel” it does; in fact, tend to create a 
difference between resident and non- -resident 
students- which is not desirable. 

There are one or two matters concerning 
discipline which it will not be out of plate 
for me to mention here.

Students’ Union Finances 


The term 1925-26 witnessed one of the 
most successful financial years in the his- 
tory of the Union. Starting the year with 
a surplus slightly over $100, the term con- 
cluded with a balance of approximately $350; 
in addition to this the net proceeds of the 
Imperial debate, amounting to $366.35; were 
turned over to the Covered Rink Fund. I 
would not ask you to judge the success of 
the year financially by this surplus unless it 
it kept in mind. that all clubs received suf- 
ficient money to carry on successfully ; no 
club solicited funds from the Council. with- 
out their being granted them. 

That the year has been such a success is 
due in a considerable measure to the heavy 
revenue recorded in some of our clubs from 
games. Rugby and hockey particularly were 
extremely fortunate. 


The term also was marked by the second 
year of operations of what has now come 
to be known as, the Students’ Union Ac- 
count System; several changes were made 
in this system, following last year’s experi- 
ence, as we recommended in a report on the 
system which your executive undertook early 
in the fall: I «annot speak too highly in 
this regard of our Accountant, Mr. -R. 
Adams. ‘That such succéss has attended the 
system has been in no small measure dée to 
his efforts, for it is indeed a difficult posi- 
tion to fill. To Mr. Ernie Wilson, too, I 
would extend my earnest appreciation of his 
work. I can sincerely say that I have never 
felt it necessary during the year in any 
way to interfere with the working’ of the 
system, as everything has always been con- 
ducted in a most efficient and businesslike 
manner. ° 

Several changes brought about by the 
Report on the Budgeting System are worthy 
of note: ‘ 

1..In future a Students’ Union Adminis~ 
trative Fund independent of the general 
fund will be budgeted upon. This is°a dis- 
tinct improvement. as it puts” the general 
expenses of the Council on a ‘similar basis 
to the budgets of other clubs. 

2. The establishment of reserve. funds 
‘both in The Gateway and Evergreen and 
Gold was, I believe, a most advisable step. 
The operations of the Wear Book financially 
are particulaxly elastic, because of the fact 
that the size, quality, ete., of the book must 
be planned a considerable time before any 


WOMEN’S ATHLETIC, 
ASSOCIATION 


In a careful report covering the year’s 
activities, Miss McNichol called attention 
to man of our present deficiencies. 

As in past years, the Association is again 
deeply indebted to Miss Misener for her 
counsel and help during the year. Jimmie 
Rill was again much in evidence as coach 
of the basketball team, and while’ the girls 
were not, successful in the Provincial series, 
the bringing back of the Race ‘Cup was a 
feat worthy of note. :. 

Miss MeNichol reports that. the \finances 
of the club have been so low as to handi- 
cap the clubs to ‘a considerable extent. 
‘She further~suggests: “That so long as_the 
present system of budgeting is in vogue 
the Women’s Athletic Association do not 
estimate. their budget ‘on a minimum of 
| expenditure, because when a cut is taken, 
as seems to “be the rule in, all the clubs, 
‘it “is practically impossible to carry out 
the full programme of the year without 
securing further.grants from the Council, 
and that I do not consider good policy, as 
it seems to-point to lack of foresight on 
the part of club officials.” \ 

I would suggest that the women are “to 
be complimented’ for the efficient manner 
jn which they bring in their budget, ‘and 
that rather’ the Council make the neces- 
sary adjustments on the other budgets in 
preference to the ladies- changing their 
system, / wz ° 

Miss McNichol further points out:

It appears‘that in some cases the ranks 
of a team! have been somewhat depleted due’ 
to the| regulations in regard.to scholastic. 
standing. Miss McNichol asks, that some 
arrangements be made to overcome this, but 
[am of the opinion that the only remedy 
which can be logically suggested is that the 
individuals concerned do their best to keep 
their standing so that it will meet with 
the approval of the Committee which enforces 
regulations which have long been recognized 
as being necessary.

Tickets and Gate Receipts.—It is in. this 
field of the system that great progress has 
been made. The Union now has entire check 


clubs have been rather delinquent in their 
complimentary lists, and this has 
the work of the office considerably harder. 
Clubs. should also. goes pe that the Ac- 
countant is not exped ed to sellitickets and 
take tickets at the same time, as some 
seem to expect. This is not only unprac- 
tical, but is most unbusinesslike. No ac- 
counts should, under any circumstances, “be 
fever paid out of gate receipts, as this 
prevents the Union’s financial statement 
from being the true record of the business 
of the clubs for the year, The Account- 
ant further reported that in some cases 
clubs didnot turn’ in to this.office guar- 
antees received for games.

It will not be Snapprapeade here for me 
also to make mention of. the fact that no 
transfers, should ever be ‘made from a minor 
club to e general fund ofthe major club 
anless all outstanding accounts of that club 
have been paid. If this is done. it means 
that a true statement of the minor club’s 
affairs is not- available even in the Union 
hooks. The onus ‘of seeing to it that such 
transfers do not occur, I would suggest, 
should be on the Treasurer, since he’ is re- 
sponsible entirely for finances to the ‘Coun- 
That, some clubs make ‘it difficult in 
other ways also for the Union to be- man- 
aged properly is evident. ‘when. we “find ac- 
counts coming in to the office of which we 
have no xecord whatever, perhaps even 
three months after such expenditure has 
been contracted. These occurrences wrere 
few, but as. they are/ most detrimental to

The Gateway has been the major: offe der 
in the practice of making purchases wit put 
first taking out order forms. “This Should 
be entirely discontinued. 
also suggests that the printer should be 
instructed to set up the advertisements ac- 
tording to contracts, for if this is not done 
it is not possible for the Accountant to 
make an accurate report of the net cost of 
each issue. It is only by an improvement 
in the system of issuing receipts so that 
the Accountant can obtain all his inform- 
ation by receipts which would give the ne- 
cessary audit provided all’ receipt numbers 
were- entered in The Gateway noche: (See 
Gateway Report.)

Equipment.—It~ is important to estimate 
the amount of money that the Union saves 
annually by the system in vogue of hand- 
‘ling equipment through the Accountant. In 
my mind it would be conservative to say 
that it amounts to several hundreds of dol- 
lars. Accommodation .for. the storage of 
equipment has also been obtained from the 
University authorities, and the Accountant 
has seen to it that such equipment was 
properly itemized and safely stored away. 


the method of handling interfaculty rugby 
equipment; present difficulties arise because 
of the insufficiency of uniforma, to accom- 
modate everybody and they have to ‘be 
handled many times.

FRESHMAN CLASS. 


As President of your Union, it was my 
duty early last fall to call the Freshmen 
together and later make provision for the 
necessary elections. There seems to be in 
some quarters some doubt as to why these 
elections are not held earlier in the year. 
The reason is obvious, and I am quite con- 
vinced that it is sound. Who would say 
that any group of students upon coming to 
the University “are sufficiently acquainted 
with one another so as to elect to office 
immediately in the fall those who are best 
suited for carrying through their offices 
successfully? It must be remembered that 
these duties are particularly heavy, as they 
include a large measure of responsibility in 
ushering in the following year’s Freshman 
Class. 

The convenience to the Class of the fre- 
cedent established a year ago, namely, that 
ot collecting fees in advance through the 
Treasurer of the Union, was again followed, 
and has worked out well. One suggestion 
that might be worth considering next year 
is that of holding elections by ballot, rather 
than by a vote at a class*meeting. Many 
students, particularly those that live over- 
town, find it koth difficult and inconvenient 
to wait for this meeting, and are deprived of 
their ballot, where if provision was made 
for balloting in the hall all would be given 
ain opportunity. This alteration would entail 
out little extra work, and would result in 
a much heavier vote. As for the election 
itself, I have never seen any keener in- 
terest Shown. The evidence of such interest 
augurs well for these students later taking 
part in Union activities that awaits them, 

Mr. Newcombe, who was elected President 
of the Class, has asked me to include the 
following recommendation in this report: 

That the finances of the Freshman Class 
during its first term might be simplified 
by requiring a set charge for everybody 
who would attend the Freshman Dance, re- 
gardless of which class they are members. 
The advantages to be derived from this 
method it is submitted, are:
